COPYRIGHT IN AUSTRALIA. 

An attempt is being made in connection 
with the proposed copyright bill now under 
consideration by the Federal Parliament to 
shut out American books from the Australian 
market. The movement has been started by 
Angus & Robertson, of Sydney, possibly with 
the support of the English publishers who 
have interested themselves in the bill. The 
petitioners point out that the bill proposed to 
give copyright to books published in the 
United States, and they contrasted that pro¬ 
posal with the operation of the copyright law 
of America with respect to books published in 
other countries. The American law, they 
observe, compels publishers of other countries, 
in order to obtain copyright in America, to 
set up the book in type in the United States 
and publish it simultaneously there. It was 
practically impossible, petitioners said, for 
Australian publishers to fulfil these condi¬ 
tions, and they asked that the bill should deal 
with books published in the United States on 
the same terms as the American law dealt 
with books published in other countries. 

The object of this movement is plainly to 
prevent direct dealings between the Common¬ 
wealth and America. To set up the type in 
Australia and publish simultaneously in Amer¬ 
ica would be out of the question, as the sales 
would in no case warrant the expense. Con¬ 
sequently American publishers would be 
obliged to look to the London market for their 
only outlet, and there would then be an op¬ 
portunity for the English publisher to retaliate 
upon their rivals in this country. The trouble 
about it all is that we can do little to mend 


matters in this direction, and must perhaps 
help to reap the whirlwind sown for us by 
our good friends in the allied trades. 

The Copyright Conference, which met for 
its second session at the City Club in New 
York last week, gave its attention from Wed¬ 
nesday morning until Saturday noon to a 
memorandum draft for a proposed bill pre¬ 
pared with great care and particularity by 
Thorvald Solberg, Register of Copyrights, dis¬ 
cussing on the same plan as at the previous 
session both the general principles of the draft 
and the particular provisions. It is gratifying 
to note that the representatives of all the or¬ 
ganizations united in desiring the fullest rec¬ 
ognition and protection of the creator of copy¬ 
right property, and that any differences of 
opinion were as to making plain just what are 
the rights of an author and just what the 
practical circumscriptions should be. It is 
understood that as the result of this session 
the proposed bill will be condensed and 
brought into more thoroughly legal form, and 
that a third session of the conference will be 
called at Washington for final consideration 
of the proposed measure, after the meeting of 
Congress, the intention being to obtain as 
early a place on the calendar as practicable. 

A reaction against the reprint is prophesied 
in England, where, the editor of the London 
Academy thinks, the business is being over¬ 
done. The same holds true also in this coun¬ 
try. As the Academy truly says of the recent 
enormous output of this class of books, “the 
bad ones get in the way of the good ones,” 
and simply because a good edition of a certain 
classic, at a reasonable price, has had a certain 
measure of success, this should not form an 
excuse for loading up the market with dozens 
of still cheaper and poorly made reproduc¬ 
tions of the same work. While undoubtedly 
there is and will be a large demand in this 
country for well-made reprints of old-time 
favorites and classics, the reprinter of the fu¬ 
ture will invite ruin unless his selections are 
made with greater discrimination than has 
been exercised by his immediate predecessor. 


The National Alumni, of 34 Union 
Square, New York, to whose soliciting methods 
reference has before been made in these col¬ 
umns, has issued a circular offering, as an en¬ 
tering wedge for other business, to send free 
of cost a “little known, but very great treas¬ 
ure, the ‘First Letter of Columbus/ translated 
into English,” which they claim to have se¬ 
cured through “the trustees of the New 
York Public Library—Lenox division.” The 
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fact is that the letter referred to is an English 
translation of the Latin translation of De 
Cosco, as shown in the first four Latin edi¬ 
tions, and was translated anew into English 
by Wilberforce Eames in 1892. The Lenox 
Library since that time has had several edi¬ 
tions of this letter for sale, one of them at 
twenty-five cents, together with a facsimile of 
the Basle illustrated Latin edition from the 
copy in the Lenox Library. It is well known 
that this Latin text and English translation 
of it, in one form or another, have been 
known for very many years, and there is 
therefore absolutely nothing in the claim 
made by the “National Alumni” that their 
publication is “a very great treasure,” or that 
it “details in vivid and picturesque narrative 
some interesting incidents hitherto unknown.” 
We leave unchallenged the statement made 
by this concern, that it has secured this book 
“through the courtesy of the trustees of the 
. . . Lenox division.” There have been no 
trustees of the Lenox Library for ten years, 
and Mr. Eames, the translator of the work, is 
not aware that any privilege to bring out his 
work has been extended by him. 


PETER ROSEGGER’S CAREER. 

Were it written as a romantic tale to show 
the wonder of a great genius struggling from 
darkness and ignorance into light, the story 
of the life of Peter Rosegger could scarcely 
be more remarkable. Born of the most sim¬ 
ple and ignorant parents, in a remote valley 
of the Styrian Alps, where to be able to read 
print was remarkable and to be able to write 
almost unheard of, and himself practically 
ignorant until he was twenty-two years old, 
Peter^ Rosegger has come to be one of Ger¬ 
many’s most adored authors ; and his story 
of Christ’s life, “I. N. R. I.—A Prisoner’s 
Story of the Cross,” has been one of the great 
literary successes of the last decade. Rosegger 
was born a great writer. He practically taught 
himself to read by the scraps of newspaper 
that were used for patterns by the tailor to 
whom he was apprenticed. He early began 
to write a people’s calendar of stories, poems, 
etc., which he read to his simple peasant 
neighbors. One day he sent one of his poems, 
with a letter explaining that what he wanted 
most in the world was a chance to make 
money so that he could buy books and tead 
more of the wonderful Schiller and Lessing 
and Goethe. He was so modest and simple 
about it that he did not even look for an 
answer. When he called at the distant post- 
office six months later this poor, simple, peas¬ 
ant writer found awaiting him German news¬ 
papers with broad headlines hailing him as 
the great Styrian folklore poet, and books 
upon books from people who had read his 
appealing letter and were eager to help him. 
Great success came to him almost imme¬ 
diately. He has produced many books of 
poetry, stories and novels, all pervaded by 


the directness, sincerity and naive simplicity 
that would be expected from one of so hum¬ 
ble an origin. This quality is especially evi¬ 
dent in his new book, “I. N. R. I.,” in which 
a simple-minded carpenter tells the story of 
the Christ and His achievements as if he 
were an apostle living in modern times. 


THE DEMAND FOR PRESIDENT 
ROOSEVELT’S BOOKS. 

Announcement of another book from 
President Roosevelt, despite the fact that he 
probably has more demands upon his time 
than any other man alive to-day, renews in¬ 
terest in his earlier writings, which, the pub¬ 
lishers’ figures show, continue steady sellers. 
“Ranch Life and the Hunting Trail,” with 
nearly a hundred illustrations by Frederic 
Remington, was published first in a large 
book which sold at five dollars. Later it was 
made into a smaller volume, which proved a 
much more popular seller. “Ranch Life and 
the Hunting Trail” has been printed eight 
times; “The Strenuous Life” has been printed 
twelve times, and “Hero Tales from American 
History,” which was written in collaboration 
with Henry Cabot Lodge, has fourteen edi¬ 
tions to its credit. _ 


MUSIC PIRATE TO GO TO JAIL. 

Supreme Court Justice Stover on Novem¬ 
ber 4 denied the application of Garret J. 
Cauchois for a certificate of reasonable doubt 
and a stay of sentence pending his appeal 
from his conviction on a charge of counter¬ 
feiting the trademark of Carl Fischer and 
publishing and selling copyright music under 
it. 

He was to serve thirty days and pay a fine of 
$ 35 <\ Justice Stover said that he could find 
nothing in the record of the trial to justify a 
stay. _ 

NOON-HOUR BOOK AUCTIONS. 

The following description of a noon-hour 
book auction that appeared in a recent issue of 
the New York Sun may be witnessed any day 
in New York City. The Sun's writer fol¬ 
lowed a studious-looking chap to a store on 
Park Row, opposite the City Hall Park, whose 
unwashed windows are piled high with books. 
Big books and little books, red books and blue 
books, and books of every color in the rainbow 
and out of it; story books, and science books, 
books historical, books fictional, books ety¬ 
mological, and books statistical—all heaped in 
one Incongruous mass. 

In the entrance stands a sign: 


Book Auction. 

From 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Books. Books. Books. 


“We follow our friend inside. A motley 
audience is gathered there, made up of well- 
dressed men and ragged men, little boys and 
big boys. Not a woman in sight. They stand 
with uplifted faces, the common centre of 
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vision being the auctioneer. He is standing 
on top of a wooden counter behind an auction 
block which, in private life, is nothing other 
than a discarded packing case. He is a broad- 
shouldered fellow, with a flowing mustache. 
A skull cap lends an air of learning to his 
otherwise unscholarly aspect. 

“ ‘What am I offered for this superb copy 
of Dant’s “Inferno”? Dant Allegretti, gen¬ 
tlemen. It was published originally 600 years 
ago. The pictures are by Mr. Dore, one of 
the most famous illustrators that ever lived. 
The book is published at $10. Did I hear 30 
cents? You make me and Mr. Dant feel like 
30 cents, gentlemen. Think of Mr. Dant go¬ 
ing for the price of three Deadwood Dicks! 
What would Mrs. Dant think of it if she 
heard? Thirty-five! Thank you. Forty! 
Thanks. Remember, this is the only copy we 
have left; when I have sold it you will be 
sorry that you didn’t speak. It tells about the 
different parts of the human body in hell. 
Look at this pictures. Fifty-five! Thanks. 
Yours at fifty-five!’ 

“Presently our friend, the auctioneer, dis¬ 
covers that the only copy he has left isn’t an 
only copy at all. He offers another at the 
same price. As soon as that is taken he sends 
out two more. A dozen follow. Evidently 
fifty-five is a good bid for the Dantes. He 
finds a Milton’s ‘Paradise Lost’ in the same 
binding, which is offered at a like figure. No¬ 
body wants Milton and the big yellow volume 
is sent back to its dusty shelf to await a more 
opportune moment of disposal. 

“ ‘George Eliot’s “Middlemarch” in three 
volumes, gentlemen,’ is the next offering. 

“ ‘A grand story. As interesting as anything 
Mr. Eliot ever wrote. Mr. Eliot’s books are 
all prime as you know; worth fifty Deadwood 
Dicks any day.’ 

“ ‘Five cents/ says our friend, the spare 
clerk. 

“‘What am I bid?’ says the auctioneer, ig¬ 
noring him. 

“ ‘Five cents,’ says our friend, raising his 
tone. 

“ ‘I heard you,’ says the auctioneer, suavely, 
‘only I did not want to.’ Five cents. Ten 
cents. (No one has authorized this; he takes 
the chance.) Fifteen cents. (His own bid.) 
‘Twenty cents,’ says a freckled-face boy over 
in the corner. Much to his surprise and evi¬ 
dently to his disgust, he gets them. He is 
game, however, and pays the price of his reck¬ 
lessness without a murmur. If he only knew 
it, he has secured a bargain. The unfailing 
proof is there. Despite the fact that Eliots 
galore are heaped on the shelf, there is no in¬ 
vitation to buy another copy, just discovered, 
at the same price. Mr. Eliot’s books must 
await a later day and a larger bid. 

“Now comes the ‘Passing Show’ by Mr. 
Wensdell. A. B. Wenzell would certainly 
feel complimented to hear himself disposed 
of in such a place by such a name. We hear 
that ‘Mr. Wensdell’s book* contains two of 
his masterpieces in full tone (a full tone prob¬ 
ably including two half-tones) and is pub¬ 
lished at $1 for each picture. ‘Mr. Wensdell’ 
goes for 70 cents. ‘An Indian book by Mr. 
Remington’ fetches 90 cents—the high water 
mark of the sale. 


“ ‘Five volumes of detective stories by Mr. 
Collins’ bring 30 cents. Mr. Collins seems 
to be an unknown both as far as auctioneer 
and audience are concerned. He proceeds to 
read from the back of the book: ‘The Moon¬ 
stone by Wilkens Collins.’ Shades of Wil¬ 
kie!” 

More books are sold until a lot is reached 
that is described by the auctioneer as: “A 
Critic of Pure Reasons by E. Kent, Esquire,” 
commands a single bid of ten cents and is dis¬ 
posed of at that low figure. Its purchaser is 
obviously disappointed as soon as he lays 
hands on the book. He is ashamed to “crawl” 
and goes out carrying his purchase limply. 

“ ‘Oliver Twist by Mr. Charles Dickens/ 
shouts the auctioneer. 

“ ‘Five cents/ says our friend, the spare 
clerk. 

“ ‘Yours/ says the auctioneer. ‘We got that 
nickel of yours at last.’ The spare clerk goes 
lo the counter, hands over his coin, secures 
his purchase, and glides officeward through 
the front door and into the maelstrom of 
Park Row. 

“We follow reluctantly. There is a charm 
about the auctioneer and the motley crowd 
that would bid one to stay in spite of one’s 
self. As we go out we hear the auctioneer 
‘working off’ a set of ‘Chambers’s Encyclo¬ 
pedia/ which cost heavens knows how much, 
and comes ‘straight to us from a celebrated 
publisher up on Broadway.’ 

“We go not unrewarded. When we entered 
the auction room we carried on our person 
one large and valuable dollar. We retire 
minus most of the dollar. In its place we are 
encumbered with a literary burden, which in¬ 
cludes the history of Japan, Mr. Wensdell's 
book, and ‘The Critic of Pure Reasons/ by 
E. Kent.

NOVEMBER DINNER OF THE BOOKSELLERS’ 
LEAGUE 

The November dinner of The Booksellers’ 
League was given on the evening of the 8th 
inst., at the Aldine Association, in Fifth 
Avenue. Upwards of fifty members and their 
friends were present. The guest of honor 
was the Rev. Dr. W. A. P. Martin, who, for 
nearly half a century has been identified with 
the educational and missionary work in China, 
and who is about to assist in the formation 
of a great Union College in Peking. Dr. 
Martin spoke particularly of the American 
influence upon China which, though for the 
moment dimned by ill-advised and unneces¬ 
sarily severe restrictions of our immigrant 
laws, etc., is bound in the end to be in the 
ascendency and work for good. Among the 
speakers who succeeded Dr. Martin was R. 
T. Stevens, President of the Japan Paper 
Company, who spoke pleasantly of his con¬ 
nections with the booktrade in the employ of 
H. B. Nims & Co., of Troy, N. Y., and of 
his visit to the paper makers of Japan. 

This dinner concludes the entertainments 
of the League for the year, there being no 
meeting in December. In the third week of 
January the League will give another Ladies’ 
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Night, for which the entertainment committee 
promises great things. It is pleasant to note 
that the membership is steadily growing, new 
x members being added each month. As an 
indication of this growth we note that at the 
October dinner two gold buttons were 
awarded to one member alone—Charles A. 
Burkhardt—for having gained ten new mem¬ 
bers for the League. 


PRICELESS MANUSCRIPT STOLEN. 

A valuable manuscript, “Beda’s Super 
Cantica Canticorum, ,, of the thirteenth cen¬ 
tury, has been stolen from the library of 
Gray’s Inn. The library of Gray’s Inn was 
founded in 1497 and is the oldest in London. 
It contains 25,000 volumes and numerous val¬ 
uable manuscripts. Most of the latter were 
bequeathed by Sir Matthew Hale, who was a 
judge under Cromwell and Charles 11., and 
died in 1676. He was a member of the Inn. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Lady Florence Dixie, writer, explorer, and 
champion of women’s rights, who acted as 
war correspondent for a London paper during 
the Boer War, died at her home, Dumfrieshire 
Scotland, November 7. Lady Florence was 
born in London, May 24, 1857, and was the 
daughter of the seventh Marquis of Queens- 
bury. She was married in 1875 to Sir Alex¬ 
ander Beaumont Churchill Dixie. Lady 
Dixie was the author of “Across Patagonia.” 
“Defence of Zululand,” “In the Land of Mis¬ 
fortune” (South Africa), “Gloriana,” a novel; 
a volume of poems entitled “The Songs of a 
Child and Other Poems,” written in child¬ 
hood under the pseudonym of “Darling”; 
“The New Woman,” published in 1896; “Ani- 
wee, the Warrior Queen,” “Little Cherie; or, 
the Trainer’s Daughter,” “Izra; or. Snap¬ 
shots from a Life,” and the dramas “Ellabelle; 
or, the Redeemed” and “lsola; or, the Dis¬ 
inherited.” 

We note with regret the death, at Folke¬ 
stone, Eng., on October 25, at the age of 
sixty-eight, of George Lillie Craik, for forty 
years an active partner in the firm of Mac¬ 
millan & Company. “Though of a somewhat 
retiring disposition,” according to the Lon¬ 
don Publishers’ Circular, “Mr. Craik had 
many warm friends among the eminent au¬ 
thors with whom he was brought into rela¬ 
tions, including the late Lord Tennyson, John 
Morley, Mrs. Oliphant, Thomas Hughes, Mrs. 
Molesworth and others. His kindly and sym¬ 
pathetic disposition had won the affectionate 
regard of all who were associated with him in 
his daily work, and he will be greatly missed 
by a large circle of friends. He was a lover 
of the best literature, and among poets spe¬ 
cially devoted to the study of Wordsworth 
and Tennyson. His interest in art led him to 
act for a time as a director of the Fine Art 
Society, and among his most valued posses¬ 
sions were two of the earlier pictures of his 
old friend Holman Hunt.” Mr. Craik was 
twice married, first to Miss Mulock, the au¬ 
thor of “John Halifax, Gentleman,” and some 
years after her death to Miss Anna Holme. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

In the December World's Work Isaac F. 
Marcosson will inaugurate a notable series of 
labor articles with “The Fight for the Open 
Shop.” It will show comprehensively the em¬ 
ployers’ status and the results achieved in the 
most important of all industrial struggles. 
Other articles will deal with the problem of 
restricted output, the human side, etc. They 
will be illustrated. 

The New York Metropolitan Museum of 
Art has just issued the first number of its 
quarterly Bulletin, a publication that has more 
than local value, inasmuch as it contains much 
information regarding the treasures described 
that is of interest to collectors generally. 
Among its notes is a reference to the mu¬ 
seum’s little-known library that is open to 
students and others interested in art, archae¬ 
ology and the industrial arts. In the quarter 
ending September 30, 411 volumes were added 
to the upward of 9000 volumes of the library, 
241 of them purchased with income from the 
Rogers fund. The library has an exception¬ 
ally fine collection of photographs. 

The owners of Country Life in America 
and The Country Calendar authorize the in¬ 
teresting announcement that the two maga¬ 
zines, the most important in their field, have 
been consolidated. Doubleday, Page & Com¬ 
pany will publish the magazine, and the first 
number under the new arrangement will be 
the January issue. The publishers believe 
that by working together they can serve the 
interest of country-living Americans better 
than by working apart. The owners of The 
Country Calendar will retain an interest in 
the consolidated periodical and will aid in its 
further exploitation and development. It is 
the intention of the publishers of the enlarged 
magazine to continue to make it the most 
beautiful, practical and completely representa¬ 
tive journal of country life in the United 
States. Beginning with the February num¬ 
ber the subscription price per year will be in¬ 
creased from $3 to $4, and beginning with the 
January issue the price of single copies will 
be raised from 25 cents to 35 cents. The price 
of double numbers will remain as before—50 
cents. _

Gold Mine in the Front Yard.” 

T homas Y. Crowell & Co. announce a sec¬ 
ond edition of “Auto Fun.” This book is out 
of the usual run, being made up of cartoons 
and illustrated jokes at the expense of de¬ 
votees of the motor car. The cartoons orig¬ 
inally appeared in Life and are by well- 
known artists. 

American Thermo-Ware Co., 16 Warren 
Street. New York City, have just ready 
Dr. Minders’ “Anatomical Manikins,” with 
key and lecture, edited by William S. Fur- 
neaux. Some of these manikins are sexless, 
some of female anatomy; and all are in nat¬ 
ural colors and positions.

E. P. Dutton & Company have just ready 
“The War in the Far East,” by the military 
correspondent of the London Times , in which 
appear the articles contributed day by day in 
revised form, supplemented by much new mat¬ 
ter. There are several photogravure portraits, 
and an important feature of the book is its 34 
maps, specially prepared for the work by 
Percy Fisher.' It has already been translated 
and published in Japan. 

Under the general title of “In Pursuit of 
Dreams” A. S. Barnes & Co. are issuing a 
uniform edition, boxed, of Arthur Henry’s 
three volumes, telling the stories of the au¬ 
thor’s life, experiences and philosophy at the 
sea shore, in the mountains and in the city. 
The titles are “An Island Cabin, the Dream 
of Idleness,” “The House in the Woods, the 
Dream of Country Life,” and “Lodgings in 
Town, the Dream of Greatness.”

“Rambles in Normandy,” by Francis Miltoun, 
author of “Cathedrals of Northern France,” 
etc., with illustrations and decorations by 
Blanche McManus. Mr. Miltoun is a motor 
enthusiast and has a strong liking for by¬ 
paths and out-of-the-way corners, so that his 
car has traversed most of the paths not laid 
out in Baedeker. Its companion volume, 
“Rambles in Brittany,” is also ready this 
week. 

John W. Luce & Company, Boston, have 
just ready a book on the Shaw dramas, by 
Henry L. Mencken, called “George Bernard 
Shaw: His Plays,” which is designed for the 
use of theatre-goers who have no time to go 
through the long Shaw prefaces and appen¬ 
dices or to puzzle out the subtleties of “Man 
and Superman” and “You Never Can Tell” 
for themselves. Very few authors reach the 
dignity of having books written about them 
while they live. 

Henry Holt & Co. will publish shortly a 
volume of “Lectures on Shakespeare,” by 
Stopford Brooke, the famous and interesting 
English critic, covering the following ten 
plays: “Midsummer Night’s Dream,” “Win¬ 
ter’s Tale,” “Merchant of Venice,” As You 
Like It,” “Richard 11.,” Richard hi. ” “Mac¬ 
beth,” “Tempest,” “Romeo and Juliet” and 
“Coriolanus.” Mr. Brooke’s work is more in 
the nature of an appreciation than an analysis 
of these dramas. 

The Fleming H. Reveli. Company are is¬ 
suing this week a new edition of Norman 
Duncan’s “Doctor Luke of the Labrador,” 
which rounds out twenty-five thousand copies 
of this his first novel. An enviable record for 
a man who was new to the book world scarce¬ 
ly a year ago. Within the year he has also to 
his credit “Dr. Grenfell’s Parish,” of which 
the fourth edition is just announced; also, his 
novelette of New York life, “The Mother,” 
the merit of which is being keenly discussed 
by the critics. 

The American Baptist Publication So¬ 
ciety will issue shortly “A Specimen Spins- 
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ter,” by Kate Westerleigh. The chief charac¬ 
ter is Mary Wogg, nicknamed Polly Wogg by 
her friends. She strove against the common¬ 
place name, then made up her mind to make of 
herself what would not be suspected under her 
homely name. Other characters in the book 
also stand out, notably Dick Gray, handsome, 
strong and determined, and Maud Mac¬ 
Gregor, with her wild, loving Irish heart re¬ 
sponding to every influence brought to bear 
upon her. 

C. M. Clark Publishing Co., Boston, have 
nearly ready “The Kentuckian,” by James 
Ball Naylor, whose “Ralph Marlowe” was 
so great a success. The characters seem to be 
old acquaintances of the author, who spent 
his early life in southern Ohio and Ken¬ 
tucky. Startling facts about southern politics 
are revealed in Frederick Chamberlin’s new 
novel entitled “In the Shoe-String Country,” 
the scene laid in the “black-belt” of Alabama. 
This author is also preparing “Around the 
World in Ninety Days,” to be illustrated with 
300 photographs taken by the author. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company, in danger 
of being fairly crowded out of their present 
quarters by their rapidly increasing business, 
have leased all the upper floors of the build¬ 
ings at Fourth Avenue and Twenty-fifth 
Street—Nos. 333 to 341 Fourth Avenue and 
102 East Twenty-fifth Street—to which they 
will remove about January 1 next year.

R. Farnell, is an anthropological study, the 
twelfth volume in Putnam’s Crown Theo¬ 
logical Library; and “The Romance of the 
French Abbeys,” by Mrs. J. Champney, con¬ 
tains an astonishing number of tragic ad¬ 
ventures and whimsical tales. 

McClure, Phillips & Co. are just bringing 
out Charles Wagner’s latest book, “The Gos¬ 
pel of Life,” which contains half a dozen ser¬ 
mons on famous texts from the Bible, the 
Widow’s Mite, etc. Mr. Wagner’s main idea 
is best indicated by the following quotation 
from his preface: “If public worship, if 
preaching has any aim, it is to blend into one 
all prayer and toil. It is to help us to live by 
casting light upon our way, by interpreting 
our experiences, by teaching us to unravel the 
divine woof in the rude stuff of the way of 
this world. For this, it is enough to bring 
together these two things, the gospel and life. 
Life would be very obscure without the gos¬ 
pel ; and how the gospel grows in strength 
and stature in contact with life.” They will 
publish shortly “Irish History and the Irish 
Movement,” by the noted publicist, Goldwin 
Smith. Professor Smith’s earlier work along 
this same line, “Irish Character and Irish His¬ 
tory,” will give in advance an unusual author¬ 
ity and interest to this volume. 

The Macmillan Company publish this 
week the following books: “A Self-Support¬ 
ing Home,” by Mrs. Kate V. Saint Maur;

Fox, Duffield & Co. will publish on the 
25th inst. the “Letters of Henryk Ibsen.” The 
work of translation, done directly from the 
Norwegian, has presented unusual difficulties, 
and met with untoward delays, beginning with 
the messenger boy who dropped overboard a 
goodly portion of it from a North River ferry¬ 
boat last spring.

William Archer, reviewing the original pub¬ 
lication, declares that the volume constitutes 
the best possible substitute for that autobiog¬ 
raphy which the great dramatist again and 
again thought of writing, but always put aside 
until now, in his seventy-sixth year, stricken 
with great illness, it is too late.

“The Farce of Master Pierre Patelin,” com¬ 
posed by an unknown author about 1469 and 
now put into English by Richard Holbrook; 
“Northland Heroes,” by Florence Holbrook; 
“The Proceedings of the International Con¬ 
gress of Arts and Sciences at St. Louis, 1904,” 
of which the first of the eight volumes is near¬ 
ly ready; and “Sailors’ Narratives of Voy¬ 
ages Along the New England Coast, 1524- 
1624.” 

A. S. Barnes & Co. have just ready for 
publication “The Spanish Explorers” in a 
uniform four-volume set, boxed, including 
“First Across the Continent,” the journey of 
Alvar Nunez Cabeza de Vaca from Florida to 
the Pacific, 1528-1536, edited by Ad.
